In recent years, the signifi- 
cance and magnitude., of ineffic- 
iencies, bureaucratic waste, con- 
flict of interest and even corrup- 
tion have been more often dem- 
onstrated in Big Government than 
in local governments. 

It is a Simple fact that evils ol 
government cannot as readily 
creep, into local government as 
they can in larger units. Faults 
can be more readily hidden in 
-Big Government. Only major 
scandals find their way to the 
surface.! and many of those ore 
promptly hushed up or hidden. 

When government , is. close to 
the. people — as is local govcrn- 
ent — relatively little con be 
hidden from the people. If ras- 
cals are-found,_they_are-readily. 
turned out. 

Big Government proponents 
talk about {rcatcr efficiency- be- 
cause of ce Utilization and con- 
solidation o' effort. * They claim 
cost savings. 

. .Such claims are wide open. to 
question. . Simple logic permits 
the conclusion that it ■arspebificd 
level of; service is to he rendered, 
then a specified number of peo- 
ple must bo available to deliver 
lliat service. This is true, whether 
an agency o! Big Government or- 
officials of local govcrnmejnl de- 
liver such service. The differ- 
ence may bej that more personnel 
may he employed by Big Govern- 
ment to perform local jobs than 
would be required if local govern- 
ment did them. y 

For example, township govern- 
ments in Illinois maintain roods 
within their jurisdiction- at only 
30% to 50% of the cost recorded 
by larger governmental bodies.

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McClory Lauds 

Crimefight 

ByTAttyTGen: - 

- Congressman Robert McClory 
(R-ill.) today applauded U. S. 
Attorney General John Mitchell's 
plan to distribute Federal Crime- 
fighting funds to Illinois. 

According to Congressman Mc- 
Clory, the Justice Department, 
through its' Law Enforcement As- 
sistance Administration will for- 
ward almost $11 million to Illi- 
nois for planning and action pro- 
grams to combat crime. This is 
a sevenfold increase over 1B69. 

The LEAA program, authorized 
by the Omnibus Crime. Bill of 
1068, is the nation's first com- 

- pjrchcnfiivc effort to fight crime. 
Although it is only in its second 
year, it has been a catalyst for 
studies of criminal justice sys- 
tems in every stale. 



Congressman McClory noted 
that Illinois, for example, is us- 
ing part of its 1969 grant to de- 
velop new .programs directed at 
organized crime . as well as for 
public- education- programs - con- 
cerning narcotics and drug abuse. 

A member of the House com- 
mittee, on the Judiciary, Congress- 
man McClory lias already begun 
work on legislation to increase 
the Federal contribution for 
fighting crime for the fiscal year 
beginnings July~ 1 lr~1970r -J r- 

In, his statement on the House 
floor, Mr. McClory congratulated 
Attorney. General Mitchell Jor his 
Department's prompt action in 
translating the 1070 Congres- 
sional appropriation ' for crime- 
fighting into' meaningful grants to 
the states, and concluded: 

M The States must now proceed 
with the wise and careful use 
of their grants and we in Con- 
gress must begin preparations for 
an increased "Federal role, of co- 
operation' and coordination for 



fiscal year 1071. 

McClory, commenting on his 
role in the federal, government's 
fight against crime, stated, that 
ho expected his House Judiciary 
Committee to take action "shortly 
in the related areas of organized 
crime, drug abuse and pornog- 
raphy. . .Further, the Congress- 
man noted that a bill to increase 
significantly the number of au- 
thorized Federal District Judges 
is expected to be reported by .the 
Judiciary — Committee shortly. 
Such an increase h\\\, according 
to Mr. McClory, provide more 
judges to handle the tremendous- 
ly increased criminal caseload, 
thus reducing the crucial time- 
span' between arrest, and trial 
The Congressman stated: 

^Speedy justice must be pro- 
vided.
